SPARKS FROM MARK: 

Last in week in my "Sparks" column, 

I mentioned forty assets that have been 
developed by Search Institute based on 
their surrey of over 100,000 teenagers 
in 213 communities. The Search 
Institute research has found that theses 
assets are powerful influences on 
adolescent behavior - both protecting 
young people from many different 
problem behaviors and promoting 
positive attitudes and behaviors. 

Last week I mentioned that the fewer 
assets our young people posses the 
more they are apt to participate in high- 
risk behaviors such as problems with 
alcohol use, illicit dmgs, sexual activity 
and violence. The more assets our 


young people posses the more likely 
they are to succeed in school, value 
diversity, maintain good health and 
delay gratification. 

The Search Institute showed that 
twenty-five of the 40 assets are 
experienced by less than half of the 
young people surveyed. The average 
young person surveyed experiences 
only 18 of the 40 assets and in general, 
the older youth have lower average 
levels of assets than younger youth. In 
addition, boys experience fewer assets 
than girls do. 

I believe the research done by the 
Catholic Conference of Bishops and 
Search Institute really challenges us as 
parish communities to promote a 
comprehensive approach to youth 
ministry. The more that we can we 
reach out as the Church, who is the 
body of Christ, to our young people, 
families, schools and the broader 
communities, the more we can help 
shape and form their journeys. In the 
end, we can steer them away from the 
high-risk behaviors by promoting and 
mentoring positive attitudes and 
behaviors. The only difficulty with this 
is that it must take all of the parish 
family to make an impact. Isn't it 
worth it since our children and young 
people are the most precious assets we 
posses?
